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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The independent claims have now been amended to incorporate the allowable subject matter of independent 
claim 68. While, if entered, these amendments would overcome the 35 USC 103 rejections of the claims, the amendments cannot be 
entered because they create a number of 35 USC 112 issues. For instance, in amended claim 1, a user has an option of deleting or 
previewing profile fields. However, the next step in the claim is to store profile fields in an identified user profile (see line 22 of amended 
claim 1). Therefore, a contradiction exists, since a deleted profile field would not be stored, and a previewed profile field may or may not be 
stored. Amended claims 33, 49, and 58 use language similar to claim 1 and therefore have the same contradiction. Compare this to 
allowable claim 68, which has a storing step "in response to" a user input selecting an option to save a profile message (line 28). 

In addition, some of the dependent claims would have 35 USC 112 issues if the amendments to the independent claims were entered. 
Claims 46, 48, 50, 52, 55, and 57 all involve steps that are only taken in response to a user deciding to save the profile fields. 

Examiner does agree with arguments presented that state that the "memory" of claim 58 is a statutory computer readable medium and 
agrees that the 35 USC 101 rejection of claims 58 and 59 should be dropped.
